Mr Hastings siated that his clienls were 
adjudicated bankrupts on 28th August, 
189. They wero at that time in- 
debited to Scheele and Cv. in the sum 
of S10L35 for gvods supplied in this 
Colony. Messra Scheele aud Co, proved 
ia the kruptey for this sum and 
Scheele, along with the other ereditora, 
secepted a dividend at the rate of 7 4.10tha 
per cent out of tho asspis of the bank- 
rupts. The bapkrupia had not applied for 
their discharge.

We take from the Hiogo News the follow- 
ing secount of the recent ‘strike,’—or 
‘couspirscy’ as it is callel—among the 
cargo evoties at Koha. - 7 


Considerable excitement wos aaused in 
shipping: circles in, Kobe yesterday (i 7th 
inst.) by the announcement that the coclies 
employed by the foreign atevedores, and tha 
Kobe Lighterage and Drayago Company had 
gone on strike. The reason is illustrative of 
the fealing animating the- Japanese at the 
present time. It is not for higher wages, or 
for shorter hours, but beeansa they are de- 
termined not to work for foreigners and 
insist on having only Japanese stevedores. 
Luckily, there were oo British steamers in 
port yesterday nor the day before, eo that no 
yreat inconveniente was cansed, but the 
Boriedi was expeoted all day and her advent 
was anxiously waited for as it was thought 
thera would be a serious disturbance, -It is 
a lung time dines that for two days in suo. 
cession ne ship dying the Hritish flag has 
appeurediaport, During the day the coolies 
parsded the town wearitg coloured turbans, 
and on their backs was m Japanese flag very

pudence of these ccolies to attempt to dictate 
ta foreign captains as to what atevedores 
they shall employ, and there is no doubt but 
what they sre incited by men unxious to ob- 
tain the -trade themuelves," In that cage it 
should be easy for the police to detect the 
real. promoters of the disturbance and to 
mete out to them the punishment. that is 
their due fur forming an unlawfal sombing- 
tion tointimidateforeignors, Let this spirit 
be carried a Jittle further and all foreigners 
would bé compelled to leave the country, 
and Japan's foreign tréde snd commerce 
would le tuined.
